(Prepared by the United State* Department 


of Agriculture.) 


A successful campaign for better 


nourishment of adults as well as chil- 
dren is being conducted In Connecti- 
cut, which the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture believes could 
well be extended to other states. The 
purpose of the campaign Is to induce 
people to add more milk and fibrous 
material to the diet, with the result 
that such ailments as headaches, con- 
stipation, 
nervous 
irritability, 
and 


other disorders, due to faulty food 
habits may become less common. The 
recipes on this page are being used 
to introduce these much-needed food 
substances into the bill of fare of 
many families. 


Cabbage, which Js made up largely 


of fibrous material, is inexpensive and 
available to both rural and city dwell- 
ers. 
Both milk and the vegetables 


recommended in these recipes supply 
the vitamins essential to good health. 


Cream Soups. 


General rules: 
These soups are 


thickened by cooking butter and flour 
together. 
This prevents a separation 


of the thicker and thinner parts of the 
soup and is called "binding." 


Heat the butter until it bubbles, add 


the Hour and seasoning gradually and 
stir until well mixed, add the liquid 
nnd cook until about the consistency 
of good cream. 
Stir constantly.

hot. If too thick, thin with more milk.

Two Recipes. 


(Prepared by the United States p«p»rtid«nt 
* 
of Agriculture ) 


Two general rules may be laid down 


for the selection of beef, says the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. First: Buy only the tender 
cuts when meat la to be prepared by 
such methods as broiling or roasting. 
Second: Buy the less tender cuts in 
all cases for stews, boiled or braised 
meat, pot roasts, Hamburg steak, meat 
loaves, and soups. It should be re- 
membered that tender cuts of meat 
are best not overcooked, also that 
plenty of time must be allowed for the 
cooking of the less tendep cuts. One 
exception to this last may be made 
in the ease of ground meat. 
Finely 


ground beef may be formed into cakes 
or into a large roll and these broiled 
or roasted and served rare just as In 
the case of tender meat. 


The tough tail of a porterhouse 


steak, so often discarded, may be re- 
moved and trimmed, put through the 
grinder, made into cakes, and these 
broiled and served along with the 
tender part of the steak. The tender 
cuts of beef are the rib roasts, club, 
porterhouse, and sirloin steaks. 
The 


rump and the flank steak also are 
tender if cut from a prime carcass 
All these cuts are best prepared by 
browning the surface with high heat, 
then reducing the heat to avoid over- 
cooking the outside. 
Allow 8 to 20

minutes for a steak, and 15 to 30 min- 
utes for each pound of roast, depend- 
ing on the thickness of the steak, the 
size and shape of the roast and 
whether the meat ts preferred rare, 
medium, or well done. 


Soup. 


In case a large quantity of soup is- 


needed, it is well to buy freshly 
trimmed bones, such as the hind shank 
or hock, the lower fore shank, or any 
other fresh bone trimmings, but for 
the average small family It Is more 
satisfactory as well as economical to 
select cuts having considerable meat 
along with the bone. The neck, fore 
shank, shoulder clod, tall, and the 
lower cuts of the hind shank are all 
good. If these are well seasoned, put 
to cook in hot water and allowed to 
simmer slowly until the meat Is ten- 
der, the stock will be found to be 
sufficiently strong for soup and the 
meat Itself will be usable In many 
ways, such as stew, jellied meat, cro- 
quettes, and meat pie. 


Swiss Steak. 


Any lean beef cut two Inches thick 


can be prepared as Swiss steak. Sea- 
son on both sides and pound flour into 
it until the surface is well coated. 
Brown well in hot suet 
Add hot 


water to about half cover the meat. 
Cook very slowly in a covered skillet 
until the meat is tender enough to be 
cut w 1th a fork. This will require from 
two to three hours, according to the 
toughness of the meat. 
It may be 


necessary to add a little water during 
the cooking, but there should be no 
liquid in the pan when the steak Is 
finished. 


Homemade iFurniture Polish.

to the oflice of home economics of the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture for a recipe for a good homemade 
furniture polish. The following formu- 
la, which is an old, well-tried recipe, 
gives good results: 
1 pint linseed oil or 1 pint turpentine, 
vezetable drying oil. 1 cup vinegar:

! BOTTOMLESS MOLE L\ COSEWAGO 


A "bottomless" hole in' the Big 


Conewago creek, rivaling the famous 
Blue Spring, near Conewago Chapel, 
has defied efforts to plumb its depth 
fori the last century, according to Ol- 
iver S. Neely, Hanover. The hole is 
located in the stream just at the di- 
viding line between Mr. Neely's farm 
and the land of W. G. Groupe, who 
operates the mill on this side of New 
Chester. It Jies about 100 feet down- 
stream from the wooden bridge, span- 
'ning the creek on the New Chester- 
Hampton-Oxford road. Mr. Neely as- 
serts that he weighted lines in an at- 
tempt to 'r^ach the bottom of the 
creek at this point and, altho he paid 
out as much as 150 feet, he was un- 
able to strike bottom. The hole is a 
dangerous one and he says that many 
persons narrowlv escaped drowning 
there. On one sid/e the gravel bottom 
slants down sharply; on the otl.«r 
there is a sheer drop from a sub- 
merged rock shelf. 
Seventy and mone years ago thous'- 


ands of cattle were driven from South- 
ern pastures to the Philadelphia mar- 
kets, having been brought over the 
route passing this point. In recalling 
those days, when he lived on the farm. 
Mr Neely now 82 years of age, says 
"The herders would often camp here 
for the night. Thipsty steers would 
rush mto the water, step off the rock 
shelf and then scramble for safety, 
the'r tails lifted high in the air 
On 


one occasion I saved a Rev. Sell, who 
lived up the valley, from dlrownmg. 
He drove his horse into the stream 
and jufat escaped going into the deep 


°Mr Neely believes that the hole was 
created by an eddy at this point in 
the Big Conewago. E^ery year sprang 
freshets wash up fine gravel, eagerly 
sought for cement work. One of the 
largest ice houses along the creek 
still stands on the Neely farm. It 
has a capacity of 100 tons. In win- 
ters long ago this was always filled, 
the ice one winter reaching a thick- 
ness of 3 feet 2 inches, Mr. Neely de- 
clares.— Record-HervaJd.

eastern entrance to Gettysburg, and 
at the same time? realising that, if the 
town is to grow, some permanent re- 
lief must be given. Gettysburg boro 
council Wednesday instructed a com- 
mittee to secure prices on the laying 
of a large conduit from the present 
disposal 
plant 
the 
entire 
distance 


southward beyond the end of the res- 
idential section of Gettysburg. For 
years the offensive character of the 
stream which receives all of the town 
sewage has restricted building oper- 
ations and at the same time has be«n 
a nuisance to people of that part of 
the town and to the public generally. 


Harry Stauffer, steward of the Ad- 


ams County hem*, has come forward 
with a vigorous denial of the accusa- 
tion made at the October meeting of 
the Gettysburg town council which 
laid at the doors of the almshouse the 
condition of Rock creek. Mr. Stauf- 
fer claims that the sewage from the 
home undergoes natur.il filtration on 
Jtg way over a bed of stones to Rock 
creek, that there is no offensive odor 
or color in the stream above the out- 
let of the boro sewer, and that this 
latter source is responsible for all of 
the trouble. He indicates, however, 
that the poor directors will give due 
consideration to a plan to enter the big 
conduit which the town council is like- 
ly to lay to carry all of the sewage 
well south of the residential section 
of the town. 


A statement of Gettysburg boro fi- 


nances prepared as a result of the 
movement to do away with present 
conditions, shows that the town could 
not possibly finance a modern filtra- 
tion plant at the present time and it 
is indicated that the solution of the 
big conduit is the one \vhich will have 
to be adopted. Estimates are now be- 
ing secured on this operation. 
•

Eyler, who has been in the 
penitentiary for nearly 16 years, has 
had two other efforts made to se- 
cure his freedom within the last six 
years» the last time being in April, 
1920. 
Eyler is said to liave been a 
model prisoner ever since he was 
taken to the piiison and he is now a 
trusty. 
J. Donald! Swope repi-esents 
him in his plea. 
District Attorney 
Topper Ixas indicated 
that 
he 
will 
not oppose the pardon, claiming that 
such action should come from the 
prosecuting attorney at the time of 
trial—John D. Keith, Esq. 
The mur- 
der was the only one ever committed' 
in Gettysburg, 
Eyler, who had- been 
drinking, was standing in fi^nt of a 
hotel when ho was told that Miller 
was in the bar room abusing a rela- 
tive of Eyler's. 
He rushed into the 
place, broke off an iron pump handle, 
and struck Miller back of the 
ear. 
Miller dropped unconscious and died 
iseveraj! (lays .latei^ without regain- 
ing consciousness, 
Eyler was caught 
the same evening while traveling afoot 
toward his home beyond Emmitsburg. 
It was urged at the trial that intox- 
ication was to blame for tho crime 
as Eyler had never before seen the 
man whom he killed and that his 
mind was so disordered that he did 
not know that he was doing. 
He 
showed lack of nuental development 
at the trial. 
Eyler has been made a 
triusty at the penitentiary and has had 
an exceptionally good prison record.

Buy the less tender cuts In 
all cases for stews, boiled or braised 
meat, pot roasts, Hamburg .steak, meat 
loaves, and soups. 
It should be re- 
membered 
that 
tender cuts of meat 
are 
best not 
overcooked, 
also 
tliat 
plenty of time must be allowed for the 
cooking of the less tenden cuts. 
One 
exception to this last may be made 
In the case of ground meat.

ground beef may be formed Into cakes 
or Into a large roll and these broiled 
or roasted and served rare just as in 
the case of tender meat.

select cuts having considerable meat 
along with the bone.

BOTTOMLESS HOLE IN CONEWAGO 


A "botiomlpss" 
hole 
in' the 
nig 
Conewnpo creek, rivaling the famous 
Blue Spring, near Conewa^o Chapel, 
has defied efforts to plumb its depth 
fori the laat century, according: to Ol- 
iver S. Ncely, Hanover. 
The hole is 
located in the stream just at the dJ'- 
viding lino between Mr, Neely's farm 
and the land of W. G. Groupe. who 
operate» the mill on this side of New 
Chester. 
Tt lies about 100 feet down- 
stream from the wooden bridge, span- 
ning the creek on the New Chester- 
Hampton-Oxford road. 
Mr. Neely as- 
serts that.he weighted lines in an at- 
tempt to n'iach the bottom 
of 
the 
creek at this point and, altho he paid 
ont as much as 150 feet, he was un- 
able to strike bottom. 
The hole is a 
dangerous one and he says that many 
persons narrowly escaped 
drowning 
there. 
On one side the gravel bottom 
slants down sharply; 
on the 
other 
there is a sheer drop from a sub- 
merged rock shelf. 


Seventy and mor^ years ago thous>- 
ands of cattle were driven from South- 
ern pastures to the Philadelphia mar- 
kets, having been brought over the 
route passing this point. 
In recalling 
those days, when he lived on the farm. 
Mr. Neely. now 82 years of age, says: 
"The herders would often camp here 
for tho night. 
Thipsty steers would 
rush into the water, step off the rock 
shelf and then scramble for safety 
their taiils lifted high in the air. 
On 
one occasion I saved a Rev. Sell, who 
lived up the valley, from dirowning 
He drove his) horse into the stream 
and lust escaped going into the deep 
hole." 


Mr. Ncely believes that the hole was 
created by an eddy at this point in 
the Big Conewago. 
E^<ery year spriing 
freshets wash up fine gravel, eagerly 
sought for cement work. 
One of the 
largest ice houses along the creek 
stiill Btands on the Neely farm. 
It 
has a capacity of 100 tons. 
In win- 
ters long ago this was always filled 
the ice one winter reaching a thick- 
ness of 3 feet 2 inches. Mr. Neely de- 
clares.—Record-HeiWd.

Laying at tne door of the county 
homo most of the blame for the offen- 
sive (Condition of Rock crook at the 
eastern entrance to Geitysburg, and 
at the same timev realiaing that, if the 
town is to grow* some pe«rmanent re- 
lief must be given, Gettysburg boro 
council Wednesday instructed a com-

For 
years the offensive character of tho 
stream which receives all of the town 
sewage has restricted building oper- 
ations and at the same time has been 
a nuisance to people of that part of 
tho town and to the public generally, 
H a n y Stauffer, steward of the Ad- 
ams County home, has come forward 
with a vigorous denial of the accusa- 
tion made at the October meeting of 
the Gettysburg town council 
which 
laid at the doors of tho almshouse the 
condition of Rock creek. 
Mr. Stauf- 
fer claims that the sewage from tho 
home undergoes natur,il 
filtration 
on 
its way over a bed of stones to Rock 
creek, that there is no offensive odor 
or color in the stream above the out- 
let of the boro sewer, and that this 
latter source is responsible for all of 
the trouble. 
He indicates, 
however, 
that the poor diroctoi;^ will give due 
consideration to a plan to enter the big 
conduit whifch the town council is like- 
ly to lay to carry all of the sewage 
well south of the residential section 
of the town, 


A statement of Gettysburg boro fi- 
nances pi-oparod as a result of the 
movement to do away with present 
condlitions, shows that the town could 
not possibly finance a modern 
filtra- 
tion plant at the present time and it 
is indicated that the solution of the 
big conduit is the one which will have 
to bo adopted.

Frances came into beiny 
through 
Mary Tudor, who, Jn honor of Fran- 
cols I, king of France, and in memory 
of her own bJ'Jef rule on tlie throne of 
Prance, 
christened 
her 
first 
child 
Frances. 
She .vas the Lady Frances 
Brandon who established the name in 
the Tudor court and made it forever 
popular in England. 


Francis and Frances were both used 
as feminine names without disrinetion 
in those days and Frank was the di- 
minutive beiîtowed esfluslvely on Eng- 
lish maids. 
l'Ile wife of the duke, of 
Kiohmond was so called and Jiistory 
recalls that tho duke would subdue her 
haughty pride on occasion by. saying:
